Gettysburg State Police have 
enlisted the help of police depart­ 
ments across the nation in their 
search for William Neal Shanks, 
Littlestown R. I, the 26-year-old 
bookkeeper for the Penn-Moc Shoe 
Company of Fairfield who dis­ 
appeared May I with $52,000 in 
company funds. 


But the officers are beginning 
to wonder how much of the $52,000 
will be left when they catch up 
with Shanks. 


They disclosed today that they 
have learned Shanks wps in Las 
Vegas, Nev., as recently as June 
8. With him there w’as a blonde 
whose age was estimated at about 
22 years. 


CHANGES CARS 


The blue Cadillac convertible 
which Shanks bought with cash in 
Hanover a day or tw^o before he 
disappeared may no longer be in 
his possession, police said. Their 
latest information is that he is 
using a yellow Ford ranch wagon 
that is several years old. 
Police did not say whether they 
have 
any 
information 
about 
Shanks’ movements after he was 
in Las Vegas. 
Charges have been filed here 
covering some of the fraudulent 
operations Shanks used to collect 
$52,000 in company funds before 
he left. Officers say he used for­ 
gery, telegram s to bogus names 
and other extra legal operations 
to get company checks cashed 
for his own benefit. 
Warrants have been issued here 
for his arrest. Police say he has 
police records elsewhere. 
Shanks left the company office 
In Fairfield at noon May I and 
next morning a woman called the 
office to say he was ill and would 
not be at work that day. He has 
not been seen there since. Com­ 
pany 
officials 
first 
estimated 
Shanks’ “take” at about $30,000 
but as checks continued to come 
in the total mounted to $52,000. 
The police were called in May 3 
when Carl Filsinger. treasurer of 
Hie company, began working with 
the company books and discov­ 
ered irregularities. The charges

WASHINGTON (A P '-A “death 
ray" bomb that would kill all life 
in its target area has been dis­ 
cussed as the weapon of the fu­ 
ture But just how far in the fu­ 
ture is worrying at least one sen­ 
ator. 
The projected bomb — which 
might make the awesome hydro­ 
gen 
bomb 
seem 
clumsy — is 
called the neutron bomb, and it 
has been thrust 
back into the 
news by Sen. Thomas J. Dodd, 
P -t’onn. 
Dodd hinted the Russians could 
be secretly experimenting to de- 
velop the neutron bomb while the 
Toited 
States 
is 
honoring 
an 
atom-test moratorium. 
''D E A T H R A Y " 


He put forward such a pos­ 
sibility as an argument for re­ 
suming tests. 
Dodd—who referred to the neu­ 
tron bomb as "a kind of death 
ray "—said in a Senate speech 
Wednesday that the bomb ‘‘would 
do next to no physical damage. 
It would result in no (radioactive! 
contamination. But it would im­ 
mediately destroy all life in the 
target area." 
Dodd, in warning of the pos­ 
sibility of the Russians develop­ 
ing such a bomb, said it was one 
way “for destroying us at rela­ 
tively small risk to themselves."

Loren D. Tukey, pomologist for 
the agricultural experiment sta­ 
tion at the Pennsylvania State 
University, has found the above 
to be true in studies wherein he 
covered a Golden Delicious apple 
tree with a black “ mum" cloth 
or tent. 
“Apple fruits have a rhythm of 
growth.’’ Dr. Tukey points out. 
“They tend to grow fastest dur­ 
ing the night, shrink somewhat 
during forenoons and receover 
and resume growth as evening 
descends. This rhythm is inde­ 
structible,’' he adds. 
CONTROL W E A T H E R 
If the rhythm of growth is in­ 
terrupted as in Dr. Tukey’s ex­ 
periments, the apple fruits return 
to the rhythm in a few days. Nor­ 
mally they grow fastest during 
the months of June and July. 
Dr. Tukey found, in “putting a 
tree to bed.” that fastest fruit 
growth is likely to occur follow­ 
ing a succession of bright days

We were also anxious to ask 
Mitch—"What, in your opinion, ac­ 
counted for the* success of I loth 
tIk* alliums and the TV series?** 
"I thing one of the reasons be­ 
hind tIk* success of both the album 
and tin* TV series,’’ Mitch says, 
"is that the songs are as musically 
valid and excellent as we can 
make them. Most uses of songs 
of an early vintage today find 
the artists delilvrately 
hoking’ 
ttiem up in an ancient manner. 
They either use orchestrations of 
the times or their idea of what 
the song might have sounded like 
and deliver the music in a kidding 
manner. We take this music seri­ 
ously . , , But, basically, what 
I’m trying to say is that we just 
present good music in the truest 
sense of the word. Some people 
are ineliKled to say that the pub­ 
lic doesn't know what constitutes 
good music, but they’re wrong. 
Technically, the public may not 
be able to give a definition but 
subconsciously, they know when 
they hear it.”

Harking back to his first “Sing 
Along" telecast. Miller comments, 


“A remarkable amount of the 
mail was from parents comment­ 
ing on how this was one of the 
few shows that the whole family 
could watch together and all co- 
joy at the same time Good M>ngs 
are eternal in duration and a pi val 
to people of all ages. It’s the pop­ 
ular belief that kids only go foe 
what I call ‘subteen’ music im*, 
if you'd prefer, nock and roll.

well on a hard cash 
basis. Many kids don't like good 
music 
today 
simply 
because 
they’re not given the opportunity 
to hear or become acquainted with 
it. Once they tie. you'd be amazed 
at their positive reaction. As soon 
as the disc jockeys and radio .sta­ 
tion programming executives be- 
lieve this, you’ll hear much better 
music on radio.” 
Finally, we couldn't resist the 
question—"Why did you grow th.* 
beard?” 
“I grew it beewise I liked the 
idea,” rn Mitch’s simple answer.
